Mr. Choate, replying, remarked that 


Americans were Quito satisfied with 
their name and referred to the elec- 
tion of President Roosevelt as a splen- 
did tribute of devotion and affection to 
a great man. Ho paid a high tribute 
to the archbishop of Canterbury, who, 
he said, had "rediscovered America," 
and then spoke of tho ever-growing 
feeling of friendship between Great 
Britain and the United States as a 
reason for thanksgiving. 


"Many things go without saying 


between Great Britain and America," 
he sold. "Above all that wo should 
avoid all possible causes of offense and 
settle 
all 
differences 
by 
peaceful 
means."

A band of l.GW»- Chinese bandits, 


?.r:th six guns, under Japanese officers, 
coming from tho direction of the Llao 
river, was In conflict with three banda 
of border scouts near the station of 
Kaliiun early on tho morning of Nov. 
23. The scouts charged without giv- 
ing the bandits' battery time to.come 
Into action. The Chinese made feeble 
resistance and iled In all directions, 
leaving 200 of thslr number dead. The 
Himslan loss was trifling. . 


A Japanese column of'two compan- 


ies attempted' to ^penetrate the Rus- 
sian eastern flank on Nov. 23, but was 
met by two squadrons of Russian cav- 
alry and driven off with severe loss.

Volunteers to Care for Smallpox Pa- 


tients and Falls a Victim to 


the Oread Disease. 


Mexico, Mo., Nov. 25.—After nurs 


Ing back to health the smallpox-strick- 
en family of H. S/ McKlnnoy, Miss 
May .Rutter of this city, who volun- 
tarily undertook the task. Is d*ad from 
tho disease. Prompted by a spirit of 
self-sacrince. Miss Rutter. when she 
heard of the malady In tho McKlnnoy 
family, at once volunteered her serv- 
ices as nurse, and to all entreaties of 
her friends who pleaded with her not 
to undergo the risk she argued that 
she 'had no fears for herseL'. 


Believing she was Immune, Miss 


Ruttor went to tho McKlnney home, 
where she carefully nursed each mem- 
ber of tho family In turn, and It was 
said that all of them wculd recover. 
However, Miss Ruttor contracted tho 
disease. There was no lack of nurses 
for her, for her own spirit of heroism 
had aroused that of other persons In 
the town, and sho was carefully nursed 
during the first days. Physicians were 
constantly at hor aide when It was 
realized that she was' suffering from 
a more droadoii form of the dlscnso 
(hnn those who hod administered to 
Efforts of. her trlend<t wure unavailing 
and nho died.

Madison where ho was tho publisher 
of the Argus and Democrat. In iuui 
ho was tho democratic; leader eif the 
state, associating himself with Mat- 
thow II. Carpenter, 
Judge 
Arthur 


MncArthur, and A. Hyatt Smith. At 
the outbreak e>f the Civil war lie or- 
ganized the Third Wisconsin cavalry 
anel wont to the front with this or- 
ganlzallem n* inajeir. 


Mr. Calkins was olfcrcel a coinmls- 


Klein as colonel, but. declined anil was 
appointed major eif 
I ho Third AVIs- 


e-einsln cavalry, of which the late Gov- 
ernor Harstenv was colonel. lie was 
active and untiring In the; weirk eif eir- 
ganl/.ntlem and getting the regiment 
ready fe>r service. 
In ISGit ho was 


promoted te> the position of limited- 
:mt colonel and served until March, 
I Si;",, participating In tho campaigns In 
tho southwest. Ho was a bravo and 
popular soldier anel was highly es- 
teemed by tho eilllcers and men of 
his regiment. ' 


At the close of tho war lie became 


editor of tho Madison Capital, sub- 
seejuently changed to tho Union, bo- 
Ing a partner of tho late George Hyor. 
In ISfifi President Johnson appe>lntoel

which oince ho hclel, until March, 1Sfi7 
when the- sonnto rejected the nomina- 
tion. 
He returned to Milwaukee in 


IS7U and became one of the editors 
of tho News.

President Saint)"! Gompers of the 


American Federation of Labor In his 
statement addressed to 
the annual 


convention of the Federation deals 
Interestingly with many matters af- 
fecting the Interests of labor. While 
•we may not agree with many things 
that he' says', we must 
In fairness 


recognize his evident 
sincerity and 


honesty of purpose, and we are con- 
strained to express a warm sympathy 
with the cause presented by his Fed- 
eration. 
We have always believed 


In the principle of organization of 
' labor, and while many of the prac- 


tices of organized labor have repre- 
sented a misapplication of the prin- 
ciple In which we believe, we must 
recognize the fact that, on the whole 
organized labor has 
been a good 


thing for the working man in the 
United States.' 


We purpose to refer v to'only one 


of the/points discussed by Mr. Gom- 
pers In his annual, report—namely, 
the question o£ the "open shop." Mr. 
Gompers claims that organized .labor 
has the right to make a collective 
bargain which shall have an exclus- 


, ive feature, and Insists that a union 
can properly make nrarngemcnt with 
an employer whereby 
the employer 


contra'cts to employ no one but mem- 


, bers of the union. He argues. In fnct 


that what organized labor call* the 
"union shop" In no sense "Involves a 
denial of the right of every man to 
sell his labor as he may see fit. nor 
the employer to hire such labor: In 
fact It Is a confirmation of that right. 
Employers have the lawful right to 
hire any labor they may choose, but 
It does not give them .the right to 
Impress workmen or to enslave them 
or to drag them Into a factory on any 
terms' the^ employer may choose to 
grant as an expression of his kind- 
ness."
